Many people who Jive in 

Torrance, Venice, Playa del 
Rey, Westchester, El Sc-gun- 
do, Manhattan Beach, Her- 
mosa Beach, Redondo Beach, 
I'alos Verdes Estates, Roll­ 
ing Hills Estates, and Por­ 
tugese Bend have written 
to me about the enforce­ 
ment of speed limit laws on 
the portion of a state high/ 
way within the boundaries 
of a city, Specifically, they 
want to know if it is the re­ 
sponsibility of the local city 
police, the California High­ 
way Patrol, or both.

For many years, I have re­ 
plied that t believed that 
the California Highway Pa­ 
trol and the local city police 
have concurrent jurisdiction. 
However, in order to be ab- 
golutely certain, I requested 
an official opinion from the 
Legislative Counsel of the 
State of California, Mr. A. C. 
Morrison.

OPINION
Hig opinion No. 3872, is 

the same as the answer I 
have been giving my corre­ 
spondents, but he then pro­ 
ceeds to present an excellent 
analysis. Unless otherwise 
indicated, all his references 
are to the California State 
Vehicle Code. Here is his 
opinion and analysis:

"Dear Mr. Chapel:
Question: "You have asked 

this office what agency is 
responsible for the enforce­ 
ment of.speed limit laws on 
the portion of a state high­ 
way within the boundaries 
of a city.  

Opinion: "The California 
Highway Patrol and local 
city police have concurrent 
jurisdiction to enforce the 
speed limit laws on a state 
highway within the bound­ 
aries of the city.

ANALYSIS
"At the outset it should 

be notrd that the provisions 
of the Vehicle (-ode are uni- 
formlv applicable through­

out the State and in all coun­ 
ties and municipalities there­ 
in (Sec. 21, Veh. C.). As the 
regulation of vehicle traffic 
is a matter of statewide con­ 
cern, the code is equally ap­ 
plicable to chartered and 
general law cities (Pipoly v. 
Benson (1942), 20 Cal. 2d 
366, 369).

"This being true, the pmv- 
efls by the Vehicle Code to 
the California Highway Pa­ 
trol may be exercised by its 
members in every city of the 
State as well as in unincorp. 
orated areas (Sees. 2400, 
2409).

"The California Highway 
Patrol is given power to en­ 
force the speed laws on high­ 
ways (Sec. 2400). Since a 
'highway' is defined in Sec­ 
tion 360 as a 'way or place 
of whatever nature, publicly 
maintained and open to the 
use of the public for pur­ 
poses of vehicular travel. . .' 
the California Highway Pa­ 
trol may enforce spend laws 
on any highway throughout 
the State with no limitation 
as to whether the highway 
be a state highway, county 
road, or city street (Sees. 
2400, 2409).

LIMITED
"In the absence of legisla­ 

tive provision to the con­ 
trary, the jurisdiction of a 
city policeman to enforce the 
provisions in question is 
limited to the streets and 
highways within the bound­ 
aries of the city that em­ 
ploys him (62 C.J.S. 'Muni­ 
cipal Corporations' Sec. 574). 

"Therefore, the enforce­ 
ment of the provisions of 
the Vehicle Code relating to 
speed laws within a city is 
a matter for both State and 
local law enforcement with­ 
in the boundaries of the city.
